VALUE OF THE BBITISH SOVEEEIGN. 

F.niTor! liiiiTisii Colonist. — AVith your 
porinission, I would cull tlie attuntinii of 
the coinmercinl community to the present 
nnoinulous position of tho British " sove- 
reio;n." 

Tho principal medium of oschange, in this 

Islnnd, ciir.sists of coin.s struck at the mint 
in Siui Fnincisoo, wliii'h iiru of uniform 
weight mill fineness, witli tin,' ccjins of tiie 
Athmtio St.itcs, The intriiisie vuUie of the 
Briti.ih .sovereign, as nieasurod hy these 
ooins, is 4SG ecnts, find I ilo not see why 
its value should he lictitlously raised to So 
here, unless it ho for the nurpose of dis- 
turhinp; niir currency, or iierliaps enhancing 
tho salaries of government offiL'ials. Sdv- 
croigns are )inssinfi; from hand to hand, and 
are being valued according to the caprice 
of each store-keeper and cuch department 
of Govprnment. This state of things calls 
fi)r the attention of our population gener- 

' ally, and of merchants in pnrtroular, who 
(lught to meet and ailjust the relative value 
of the coins in circnliition, which would put 
an cnil tn tho confusion experienced in nan- 
ny mercantile transactions. 

The intimntc coinmerclul relations eslst- 
iiig lietwceu this colony and California, 
have naturally led to tho adoption of tlie 
decimal lystcin of ourroney and accounts: 
and the daily transactions in our uteres 
heing id! reckoned in didlars and cents, 
and unr merchants' huoks heing kept after 
tlio same method, wo have tho best guar- 
nntee for tho oblivion of £ s d. Thus we 
Kiivo attained n position in comnicrcial ]iro- 
grcss, which may Justly he envied liy the 
iiuitiior country. Whilo the present .sys- 
tem is universal, the British Hovcreign 
must lie rcg:uded us an intruder and 
treated accord inf^ly. 

To banisli tlie sovereign from its native 
eoil, which \rouId bo the case if its value 
vns reduced bolow 480 cents, would, per- 
haps, be unkind ; but to let it remain in 
circulation fur the convenience of cdd-fash- 
ioned patriots, at its true value ,'48G cents) 
is, in my opinion, perfectly just and right. 

It has been suggested that Government 
flhould fix the vnluo of tho sovereign. But 
this cannot be done. It would bo quite as 
rcasonablo to docldro by logislativo onact- 
mont, that so many blankets slinll be 
recolvod In exchange for one canoo, qs to 
fi.t tho relative value of different coins. 
There can be no adaptation of dilTorent 
oarrenoifis to one another, wliicli will not 
bo disturbed nnil overthrown by cirouni-

Treasury, some days since, when some 
moneys were )iaid in, and heard the exjila- 
natiiMi given by Mr, (.'odjicr, the Kccciver, 
for taking dollars at -Is. In Justii'i: to all 
concerned 1 think i'. should be made pub- 
lic. 

Jlr. CVuiper stated, as my memory serves 
me, that thu Treasurer had no option io 
the matter ; tluit in adiicring to thu rules 
given him I)y the Trousury in London, for 
the manngi'iucnt of his department, lie ^va8 
compelled to kec)-i all liis accounts in £ s d : 
and that he had pusilive instructions, should 
lie, fur the convenience id' the public here, 
receive ihdlars, to ])ay them away at the 
rate of Is. He further stated tha't it had 
been till! iuvarialde cu.stom in the Treasury 
.'.ince its establisliniont, to receive and dis- 
burse the dollar nt that rate. 

Now, sir, if this be so, tlie matter should 
I'r- nt once settled, liy all public oilicers 
hi'liig instrncled by His Excellency, to re- 
fcive the d'lllar in place of 4s. For it is 
i li ar that the goveriimont loses two pence 
iir 4 per cent, mi every dcdlar received at 
4s 2d. And this loss of 4 per cent, would, 
supposing the revenue of the'two colonics 
to be £12(),00n, amount to the large su;n of 
£4,800, ]i('r annnin.
